Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1963  in  accordance  with 
the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

STATISTICS 

General 

The  total  hours  of  sunshine  was  the  lowest  for  several  years. 


Vital 

The  estimated  population  remains  the  same  as  for  last  year. 

There  were  more  deaths  during  the  year  than  in  recent  years,  but  this  is 
not  surprising  in  view  of  the  severe  winter.  Compared  with  the  rest  of  the 
country,  however,  the  death  rate  was  not  significantly  high  when  allowances 
have  been  made  for  the  higher  proportion  of  elderly  people  who  reside  here. 

There  was  only  one  infant  death  and  no  maternal  deaths  were  recorded. 
CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


There  were  fewer  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer.  Deaths  due  to  coronary  heart 
disease,  however,  increased. 

There  was  one  death  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  death  due  to 
motor  vehicle  accident. 

PREVENTION  AMD  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  still  very  low. 

There  were  only  forty  nine  cases  of  measles  and  two  of  tuberculosis. 

Again  there  is  a  clean  record  as  far  as  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
poliomyelitis  are  concerned.  This  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  due  to 
immunisation  against  these  diseases. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  effective  means  of  immunisation  against  the 
common  cold.  Colds  and  associated  catarrhal  conditions  appear  to  be  as  prevalent 
in  the  comparatively  mild  climate  and  clean  air  of  Ventnor  as  they  are  elsewhere. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  agree  that  the  Isle  of  Wight  is  a  particularly  bad 
place  for  catarrh.  In  fact,  chronic  sufferers  should  benefit  from  living  here. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.  This  is  a  condtion  that  is  most 
prevalent  in  very  warm  weather  so  that  it  is  unlikely  that  many  cases  occurred  in 
1963.  In  a  seaside  resort  the  Health  Department  must  be  particularly  vigilant 
regarding  this  disease.  It  is  fortunate  that  your  Public  Health  Inspector  has 
taken  a  special  interest  in  food  hygiene  and,  generally  speaking,  he  has  enjoyed 
good  co-operation  from  both  shopkeepers  and  those  responsible  for  catering.  Further¬ 
more,  I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  Ventnor  Hoteliers’  Association 
and  the  Business  Men’s  Association  have  taken  an  interest  in  our  efforts  to  improve 
standards  of  food  hygiene,  which  I  am  sure  already  compare  favourably  with  many 
other  seaside  resorts.  A  program  -e  of  Health  Education  is  under  consideration 
for  maintaining  and  improving  these  standards.

FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Whilst  the  physique  and  general  standards  of  health  of  children  in  the 
district  continues  to  improve  there  is  unfortunately  a  very  high  incidence  o_ 
dental  caries.  The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  is  most  concerned  and  has 
kindly  given  me  his  permission  to  quote  the  following  statement. 


"The  incidence  of  dental  decay  in  the  mouths  of  children  in  the  distric 
shows  no  sign  of  lessening.  Much  work  is  being  done  to  try  to  bring  about  an 
improvement  in  oral  hygiene  and  to  establish  sensible  dietary  habits.  ^  but, 
to  take  a  realistic  view,  an  unqualified  success  cannot  be  expected.  The  one 
great  hope  for  the  future  dental  health  of  the  community  lies  in  bringing  the 
fluoride  content  of  the  public  water  supplies  to  the  optimum  level  of  one  part 

per  million.

New  Legislation 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  is  considerable 
importance  and  comes  into  force  in  1964. 

This  is  the  first  legislation  controlling  the  conditions  of  work  for 
office  workers,  and,  to  some  extent,  shop  workers,  for  over  eighty  years. 

Thus  a  valuable  and  important  contribution  has  been  made  to  the  improvement 
of  working  conditions  of  the  employees  concerned.  Briefly,  this  Act  will 
require  shops  and  offices  to  have  adequate  lighting,  heating,  ventilation  and 
to  provide  proper  sanitary  and  washing  facilities.  It  also  embraces  the  safet; 
standards  for  fire  and  other  risks.  Thus  working  conditions  will  not  only  be 
healthier  and  safer  but  more  comfortable.  The  first  step  will  be  xor  owners 
and  occupiers  to  register  with  the  Health  Department. 

Other  legislation  included  the  Public  Lavatories  Turnstiles  Act,  1963* 
and  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  196 3.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  Urban  District,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  D.W*  Quantrill  for  the  privilege 
of  presenting  this  section  of  the  report. 

The  two  main  items  of  interest  were  the  formation  of  Health  Education 
classes  in  Food  Hygiene  and  the  commencement  of  a  contract  scheme  for  the 
eradication  of  rodents. 

The  formation  of  the  Health  Education  classes,  with  discussions  taking 
place  between  the  food  handlers  and  the  Health  Officers,  have  proved  invaluable, 
if  only  because  it  created  a  common  interest  ir  food  hygiene  and  the  awakening 
of  the  food  handlers  to  the  reasoning  behind  the  current  legislation  on  food 
hygiene . 


The  Rodent  Control  Contract  Scheme  commenced  in  August,  19&3  anc^  ^as 
been  found  to  be  successful.  The  regular  service  and  inspection  of  the  properties 
has  without  doubt  had  effect.  Infestations  of  rodents  are  now  dealt  with  at  an 
early  stage  and  the  days  of  major  infestatins  are  happily  now  few.  In  this 
connection  I  should  like  to  thank  the  rodent  operative,  Mr.  R.  Norman  for  the 
able  way  in  which  he  has  carried  out  his  task. 

I  have  pleasure  also,  in  recording  my  appreciation  of  the  work  and  support 
given  me  by  my  clerk,  Mrs.  Morris. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  encouragement,  and  my  colleagues  and  staff  for  their  help  and  lyal 
support  during  the  year.

The  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Isle  of  Wight  Water  Board  from 
the  following  sources 

(a)  A  deep  well  in  the  Waterworks ,  Mitchell  Avenue,  Ventnor. 

(b)  A  supply  of  surface  v/ater  from  the  Railway  Tunnel. 

(c)  A  spring  a  Wroxall . 

(d)  Two  springs  at  St.  Lawrence. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  but  not  filtered  and  is  not  liable  to  have 
plumbosolvent  action. 

The  sampling  of  water  at  source  and  during  treatment  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  V/ater  Board. 

Copies  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  reports  are  supplied  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  Public  Health  Inspector.

Pool 

The  paddling  pool  on  the  Eastern  Esplanade  again  proved  popular , 
chlorination  being  carried  out  by  hand  just  after  the  filling  of  the  pool 
in  the  mornings  with  a  further  dosage  at  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon. 


Private  Swimming  Pool 

The  Ventnor  Secondary  Modern  School  has  an  open  air  pool,  water 
being  obtained  from  the  main  water  supply.  Chlorination  is  carried  out 
at  least  once  daily  when  in  use. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Surveyor  and  a  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  w as  maintained. 

The  use  of  paper  sacks  is  much  more  in  evidence,  particularly  in 
hotels  and  guest  houses  and  disposal  is  by  tipping  in  an  old  lime  quarry. 
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During  the  year  regular  spraying  with  insecticides  and  treatment  for 
rodent  infestation  reduced  nuisance  to  a  minimum,  especially  in  the  case 
of  rodents. 

Sewerage 

There  is  no  central  sewage  disposal  plant  in  the  Urban  District. 

Bonchurch  at  the  Eastern  end  of  the  district  is  mainly  served  by:- 

(a)  Cesspools 

(b)  Septic  Tanks 

except  for  one  private  sewer  which  discharges  into  the  sea. 

St.  Lawrence  is  mainly  served  by:- 

(a)  Cesspools 

(b)  Small  treatment  plants 

The  sewage  of  Vent nor  is  discharged  to  the  sea  from  four  outfalls  and 
the  Council  operates  a  cesspool  emptying  service.

Treatment  and  eradication  of  the  above  insect  pests  was  carried  out 
by  modern  insecticides.  A  charge  of  5/-  was  levied  in  respect  of  the 
destruction  of  v/asps  nests. 

Rodent  Control 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  premises  were  treated  during  the  year , 
the  Rodent  Operative  making  3144  visits,  967  of  which  were  for  routine 
inspections.  The  annual  testing  andtreatment  of  the  Council's  sewers 
was  carried  out  during  the  year.  One  manhole  was  found  to  be  infected. 
Treatment  was  carried  out  until  a  "no  take"  was  recorded.  During  the  year 
the  Council  approved  and  effected  a  Contract  Scheme  for  business  premises 
and  at  the  end  of  1963  the  figure  for  contracts  was  £271  •  10.  0. 

Housing
